The following article has been pro 
pared by Atty. John E Erwin to set 
forth as fairly as possible for tire con 
» ¡deration of tbe voters the question 
of reincorporat mg the city, to be voted 
upon at the city election next Mon­ 
day: 
A t the next ensuing municipal elec 
lion to be held in the city of Dixon on 
March 7, 1904, the voters of said city 
will be called upon to exercise their 
franchise irrthe behalf tha t our city 
either continue under its present spe­ 
cial charter or reorganize under the 
general law relating to cities and vil­ 
lages. 
Therefore it is well that some 
consideration be given the subject in 
order that a determination of action 
be reached, which will avail the city 
in doing tha t which is for its best in 
terest. 
To do this all prejudice, 
selfish and political interest must be 
set aside, and the city as a whole be 
the factor goven ing in the arriving at 
a proper solution of the question 
To 
adjust the m atter for proper mental 
discussion we must tirst compare the 
provisions of the present charter with 
those of the general law in order to 
conclude as to whether or not there is 
conferred any desirable power by the 
piesent, charter which under 1 he gen­ 
eral law is denied. The result of such 
comparison brings one to the finding 
th it no such {tower or authority exists 
under our present charter, which is 
not also given by the general law. 
With these findings before us we are 
brought to a position in our inquiry 
which presents the question of what 
changes in the m atter of election, offi­ 
cers and their election, method of 
procedure and additional favorab'e 
powers, if any, are afforded through 
incorporating under tbe general law, 
not had a t the preyent time. 
Elections: 
Do you dcsue tha t the 
elections be held on the first Monday 
in March • aeb year, being a t ime when 
the weather conditions are unsettled 
and generally severe, or on the third 
Tuesday of April ol each yea** when 
weather conditions arc sucn as to 
afford a better and fuller intercourse

Officers: 
Do you desire thal

office of city clerk, city treasurer and 
city collector be tilled by one man, 
and the selection of this man left in

sponsible to you for his acts? 
Do you feel tha t the interests of the 
community are best conserved by an 
< tficer who is elected by your votes, or 
one appointed by five aldermen? 
Under the general law both the city 
clerk and treasurer would be called 
upon to make regular statem ents of 
Ins doings and each 
would 
check 
against the other. 
Do you desire tha t the city attorney 
be selected try your votes and his qua!, 
i Beat ions be tbe consideration cf his 
election to tbe office, or do you feel 
tha t you would rather place his selec­ 
tion in tbe hands of five aldermen, 
who are more likely to disregard fit­ 
ness and favor him by reason of his 
being in a position to favorably adjust, 
tbe political wires in his own interest? 
His election by your votes means that 
lie owes a duty to you as one of a com­ 
munity. 
His appointment by a few 
aldermen means a personal obligation 
to tha t few and a weak man in such a 
position gives way to those influences 
which assure him a continuance in 
office 
Bow often under our present 
charter has our city been able to de 
pend upon its regular attorney in 
matters of any considerable moment? 
Do you desire to pay tbe taxes'for 
salaries and expenses of men of your 
own choice or of men who are appoint­ 
ed with a view to an advancement of 
certain political henchmen?

liabilities of such corporation, and in 
such ordinance shall specify the ob­ 
jects and purposes for which such ap­ 
propriations an* mad* and t he amount 
appropriated for ea< n object, or pur­ 
pose. 
No further appropriation shall 
be made at any other time within 
such year unless the proposition to 
make each appropriation has been 
first sanctioned by a majority of the 
regular voters of such ed v aud village, 
either by a petition signed by them 
or at a general or sp. ial election dul> 
called therefor. 
“ Neither the citv counsel nor t he 
board of trustees, no* any departm ent 
or officer of the corporation, shall add 
to the corporation expenditures in any 
one year anything over and above the 
amount provided for in the annual 
appropriation bill of that year, except 
as is herein otherwise specially pro­ 
vided: and no expenditure for an im­ 
provement to be paid for out of the 
general fund of the corporation shall 
exceed, in anyone year, the amount 
provided for such improvement hi t he 
annual appropriation bill; P uovidkd 
, 
however, thatnotbinghercln contained 
shall prevent the city council or Board 
of Trustees from ordering, by two- 
thirds vote, any improvement, the 
necessity of which is caused by any 
casualty or accident happening after 
such annual appropriation is made, 
Tiie city council or board of trustees 
may, by a like vote, order the mayor 
or the president of the board ot trus­ 
ters and finance committee to borrow 
a sufficient amount to provide for the
